CHICAGO (NJP)—One of the 
rabbis who recommended that 
Jews should proselytize admit- 
ted here that he made the sug- 
gestion in jest. 

Rabbi Ira Eisenstein, of Tem- 
ple Anshe Emet, blamed report- 
ers for taking seriously what he 
had meant to be “subtle” humor. 

“Missionizing,” the rabbi wrote 
in his bulletin, “implies that the 
missionary possesses the Truth 
with a capita] T: and it further 
implies that truth cannot be 
transmitted except in the lan- 
guage and the form of the 
group or church that does the 
transmitting. 

“The fact is,’ he continued, 
“that any insight into moral and 
spiritual truth that Jews may 
want to convey to the world 
may be accepted by non-Jews, 
and incorporated into their cul- 
ture, their tradition and their 
civilization. We Jews have dem- 
onstrated this throughout the 
ages by absorbing ideas from 
the outside world and making 
them part of our Judaism.” 


Rabbi Eisenstein added that

How Israelis Get 


By CARL ALPERT 

HAI®A—There are certain inexorable laws of 
economics, and though the layman may not always 
be familiar with the technical terminology, or the 
textbook renditions, these laws operate with the 
same certainty as physical laws of nature. An 
interesting example is now in evidence here in 
Israel. 

The major difficulty standing 
in the way of an Israeli who 
wishes to travel overseas is the 
lack of foreign currency. A full 
bank account in Israel pounds 
will not pay his expenses abroad, 
nor purchase travel tickets to 
the extent that they must be paid 
for in- hard currency. Yet, 
strangely, hundreds, even thou- 
sands, of Israelis each year are 
struck by the wanderlust, and are to be found 
on the highways and byways of the world. 

SOME OF THESE are businessmen or Sales- 
men who are permitted by the government legally 
to receive hard currency in place of domestic cur- 
rency so that they may go abroad and cultivate 
new markets for Israel’s products. Some are stu- 
dents on specially authorized study courses. Some 
are diplomats or representatives on fund-raising 
missions, 

In addition to these, there are vast numbers 
of others who spend anywhere from a week to 
several months in travel or vacation. 

Where do they get the necessary hard cur- 
rency, when Israelis are not supposed to have 
hard currency? 

Some _ receive

abroad, and maintain that their overseas expenses 
are likewise covered. 

The ministry of finance may suspect that this 
is just a device to evade control laws, for when 
the relatives come to visit Israel their expenses 
are in turn covered by the local people as a sort 
of exchange. The net effect is that Israel loses 
the tourist income which it would otherwise get. 

AT ANY RATE, the government decided that 
if Israelis are going to travel anyhow, legally or 
semi-legally, they should pay for the privilege. A 
new tax was promulgated: Forty per cent on 
plane and ship tickets if bought locally in Israel 
currency, and 15 per cent if the tickets were sent 
from abroad, even ostensibly as a gift. There 
were many complants that a heavy tax on travel 
abroad was undemocratic, that it limited freedom 
of movement, etc., but the tax went into effect 
nonetheless. 

It is too early to come to conclusive findings, 
but an interesting trend is already discernible. 
For the sake of illustration, let us examine a ficti- 
tious but possibly typical case: 

YOSEF CARMELI has worked hard for many 
years, has saved up a small nest egg, and decides 
to go abroad. If he can come to an understanding 
with Uncle Samuel in Chicago, he can go to the 
United States, spend a month there, and return, 
without the need for any American dollars of his 
own. It simply means that next summer he will 
cover all Uncle Samuel’s expenses in Israel, pay- 
ing from his savings. The one hitch is that when 
the round-trip ticket arrives from Chicago, whether 
for plane or ship, he will have to pay a tax amount- 
ing to 15 per cent of its value. 

If Carmeli has no Uncle Samuel he must oper- 


ate on his own. He can purchase his own plane 
tickets, but must pay the extra 40 per cent tax, 
Alternatively, he can go out and buy dollars on 
the black market, arrange to have his ticket 
bought abroad by an agent and then sent to him 
by a fictitious uncle—and thus pay 15 per cent in- 
stead of the 40 per cent. However, black market 
dollars are expensive, and what he may save on 
the tax, he will lose in the exchange transaction, 
Now what? 

RESTRICTIVE LAWS inevitably foster meth- 
ods of evading them, and the tighter the restric- 
tions, the more escape avenues will be ingeniously 
found. 

So Carmeli buys a ticket to near-by Cyprus, 
or Turkey or Greece, and like a good law-abiding 
citizen pays the 40 per cent tax. Upon arrival at 
his destination, a few hours later, he collects the 
black market dollars, or the relatives’ funds, which 
he had previously arranged to be deposited to his 
account there—and then, walking into the nearest 
travel agency, buys travel tickets to distant destina- 
tions—without tax! 

The number of Israelis traveling abroad this 
year is greater than ever, but despite the new tax 
—indeed, because of it—observers already freely 
predict that there will be less income for the Is- 
rael treasury than ever. Besides, the Israel travel 
agencies also lose out on their commissions, and 
that is another loss to the nation’s economy. 

Only year-end statistics will tell the whole 
story, but it appears reasonably certain that even 
in the levying of taxes there is a point beyond 
which government income will decline, as even 
the decent taxpayer is forced to seek out illegal 
methods of economic self-defense. 





N.Y. Be Launched? 


Views of Jewish President 
Of AMA Challenged by Rabbi

NEWARK, N. J. (NJP)—The 
Jewish physician who is presi- 
dent of the American Medical 
Assn. has been accused of 
“dangerously misleading think- 
ing” on the subject of discrim- 
ination against Jewish appli- 
cants to medical colleges. 


This accusation came from Rab- 
bi Louis M. Levitsky of Congre- 
gation Oheb Shalom, who said 
that such thinking often is the 
basis for discrimination in other 
areas of the community. 


THE PRESIDENT of the 
AMA is Dr. David B. Allman, 
who replied to complaints about 
discrimination by saying that 
the “percentage of “Jewish med- 
ical students exceeds the _ per- 
centage of Jewish population.” 

“This kind of thinking is 
dangerous when it comes from 





any source,” said Rabbi Levit- 
sky, writing in the Oheb Shalom 
Review, “but it is infinitely more 
dangerous when it comes from 
the occupant of so important a 
post as the presidency of the 
AMA.” 


IN EXPLANATION of his 
stand, Dr. Levitsky, a ribbi with 
the reputation of being out- 
spoken in many areas, asked. 

“Can you imagine how often 
it (this type of thinking) can 
be used in communities with a 
small number of Jews as a 
basis for excluding Jews from 
teaching, or politics, or civic or- 
ganizations?” 

In a democracy, Dr. Levitsky 
wrote, there must be no restric- 
tion on the basis of religion. 


“SUCH LIMITATION has 
always been the mark -* total- 
itarianism,” he said. “The

Prayer Book , : 
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DRAFT NEUMANN? 


The meeting of leaders of the Zionist Organization of 
America which decided to draft Emanuel Neumann, pres- 
ent president, for a third term, after he announced that 
he was available, was a farce. 

This was not a draft Neumann meeting—he called it 
himself; it was a stop Jacques Torezyner meeting. It is 
incomprehensible how one who has been through the ‘thick 
and thin of Zionist politics, as has Mr. Torczyner, could 
have been so inept in his political decision to withdraw 
(NJP, May 16). 

Not only did he fail to comprehend what was taking 
place, but he removed himself from an almost sure posi- 
tion to win the presidency. In addition, he now has prac- 
tically relegated himself to the limbo of aspirants for the 
presidency of what still is the most significant Zionist 
group on the American scene. 

But the liklihood is still there that Dr. Neumann will 
not be re-eiected. We can presume that the constitutional 
hurdle which provides that a president may only serve 
two consecutive one-year terms, will be overcome by one 
means or another. 

But this does not reckon with the rank and file of the 
Zionist movement, which has become restive at the lack 
of glamor and achievement of the ZOA at a time when 
Jsrael is on everyone’s tongue. 


THE BIGGEST MYSTERY of it all is why Mr. Neu- 
mann, who now has been president of the ZOA for four 
years (two years in the 1940s), wants the job for another 
year. He has enough laurels to last him, and his place in 
Zionist history is assured. 

The field is by no means bare of real leadership talent. 
For one, Philip Klutznick, who will retire as president of 
the B’nai B’rith, would bring new vigor to the movement. 
His Zionist background, in addition to the fact that he 
steered B’nai B’rith into the ranks of the Zionist world, 
goes back to the vice-presidency of the Southwestern 
region of the ZOA in 1931. 

RABBI MAURICE EISENDRATH, president of the 
Central Conference of American Rabbis, is a Zionist of 
tremendous capabilities, whose courage and leadership 
qualities make him another ideal person to head the move- 
ment. His Zionism is second to that of no one on the 
American Jewish scene. 

There are no doubt many others. 

No one group or clique—no one man owns the Zion- 
ist Organization of America. Zionism is a democratic 
movement, and the ZOA evidently is the most democratic 
movement in American Jewry—it has more than 25 vice- 
presidents. 

Now let democracy prevail. Let the competition for 
office which is the backbone of democracy operate within 
the ZOA. 

If there were a draft-Neumann movement, its rever- 
berations might have been heard throughout the United 
States Jewish community. But there was none. If any- 
thing, there was a considerable feeling of relief that it 
was time now for a new person, someone with new vigor 
‘and enthusiasm, to take over the reins of office. 

We hope Dr. Neumann will reconsider. 

But in case he doesn’t, we hope there will be a rebel- 
lion among the delegates to the convention against this 
smoke-filled room method of electing presidents, by de- 
priving the convention of its one single most spectacular 
action—selecting the man who is to lead the organization 
to greater heights. 


VeHO ARE THE GUILTY ONES? 


We hope there will be a wide dissemination of the 
little piece by Rabbi Leo Bergman (NJP, May 16) discuss- 
ing the weaknesses of some public speakers. 

Nothing can be as boring as the kind of person who 
graces a program and then either because he has nothing 
to say or has not prepared himself adequately, ruins what 
otherwise might have been a stimulating evening. 

In the Jewish group, as no doubt in the general com- 
munity, this evil is quite prevalent. 

But there is one evil, which no doubt is limited to the 
Jewish group, and that is to take an ordinary two-hour 
program, and crowd it with speeches which end up just 
about midnight. An exhausted audience wonders about 
this kind of endurance test and finds it hard to believe 
that the same organization will do it over and again. 

And if you want to know which Jewish organizations 
are most guilty in this respect, we'll be frank to tell you 
—all of them. 
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I saw the man tentatively move into the 
waves that were breaking onto the beach as 
if he were tasting them. He looked much 
younger than Nahum Goldmann, although his 
paunch might have been the giveaway. When 
he got out as far as about thigh deep, con- 
tinuing his almost shy movements, and pro- 
gressing forward not straightaway but side- 
ways, he turned and walked back up the 
beach. 

As he approached the parapet which 
marked the swank Carillon Hotel, although 
covered only by a pair of solid blue trunks, 
he could not be mistaken for just another 
individual. He was Nahum Goidmann, the 
acknowledged leader of the Jews. 


WE TWITTED with him for several sec- 
onds. He seemed to know me, but wasn’t so 
sure, but did promise me an interview at 
9:30 the following morning. 

When we called his room, he was not 
there, and when we located him in his beach 
chair, he said why didn’t you call me? I told 
him that I had, and we set another date— 
this time for 12:30, which he kept. 

But he wouldn’t give me an interview, 
shrewd poker player that he is. He prefers 
to play his hand close to his vest. Neverthe- 
less, we did chat for a while, and he listened 
to some ideas from me which if he would 
adopt would really make him a great man, 
and we parted with him asking that I drop 
in to see him in New York, and complain- 
ing that he didn’t get to see The POST and 
OPINION often. 

If this latter is so, I thought, how 
is it that he seems to be stealing so many 
of the ideas expressed on this editorial page, 
but maybe when two brilliant man apply 
themselves to the same problems, they come 
up with the same answers. 

I had showed him one of the questions 
I had written out on some note paper, and 
he laughed, while his companion or he asked 
if this question had been posed by the Israeli 
counterpart of the United States secret serv- 


ice. The question was about his aspirations 
to become prime minister of Israel. 

A POOR REPORTER is not to be found 
at the Carillon Hotel in Miami Beach, even 
with May rates, unless there was a reason— 
there was —the convention of the American 
Jewish Congress. 


This was a fine, stirring convention, as 


well arranged as are the conventions of the 
American Jewish Committee, with at least 
one important difference, which we needn’t 
go into here. 

Although there seemed to be a great pre- 
ponderance of women delegates (a lack of 
men), there actually were almost 500 dele- 
gates, and this makes it close to one of the 
largest conventions of any national Jewish 
organization we’ve attended in a long while, 

For us any convention is an opportunity 
to renew acquaintances. 

Just to name them will show you what 
we mean: First Sidney Hollander, in our es- 
timation the finest person in the United States 
Jewish community, barring none. 

But look at this array: Shad Polier and 
Justine, Isaac Toubin, Stanley Myers and 
Martha, Rabbis Leon Kronish and Yaacov 
Rosenberg, Max Kopstein, Milton Silberman, 
Bill Cohen, Rabbi Israel Goldstein, Mr. and 
Mrs. Mortimer May, Isidore Teitelbaum, and 
so many others. 

THE SESSIONS were quite stimulating, 
and some looked as if they were going to 
end up in a fist fight—especially one, with 
Polier squaring off to defend the pride of 
Justine, and against Nahum Goldmann. It 
would have been quite a fight—but the next 
day as we stepped into the elevator with 
Nahum, there were Justine and Shad and she 
and Nahum kissed, while I asked Justine 
where she was keeping her dagger. Sure 
enough, she didn’t have one. 

Revy Balkin, our ace Miami Beach re- 
porter, was there to help with the coverage, 
and whether we did a good job, will be up 
to you to judge from the news stories else- 
where in this issue.

The Time of the 
Giving of the Torch

How unfortunate that the word law has 
pre-empted the various shades of meaning 
of the term Torah, 

For “law” has the connotation of the 

fixed and the frozen. It smells of the musti- 
ness of leather-bound ordinances; it flaunts 
the circumlocutions of 
“whereases” and the stilted- 
ness of “the party of the 
first part and the party of 
the second part”; suggests 
black - robed Olympians, 
drained of human passion, 
judging lowly sinners; hides 
the blue coat, the pistol and 
the prison key—the appara- 
tus of enforcement. 
Rabbi Weinstein It will be some time be- 
fore the popular conception of law will be 
modified by the philosophic largesse of a 
Holmes and a Cardozo, or by the sociology in 
depth of a Brandeis and a Black, or by the 
historic perceptiveness of a Douglas and a 
Warren, or by the psychogenic insight of an 
Edgerton and a Bazelon. 


UNTIL THAT TIME, it is necessary to 
warn the English reader that “law” is only 
a token equivalent of the term “Torah.” For 
Torah is revelation in the sense of insight 
and in the sense of truth confirmed by ex- 
perience and reconfirmed by the weighted 
judgment of many minds over a long pe- 
riod of time. It is, in short, the essence of 
the collective wisdom of the race formulated 
into directives for guidance. 

Torah is the process, as well as the goal; 
the form, as well as the content. It is the 
apparatus of apprenticeship, the system of 
instruction by which the collective wisdom 
is handed on to the generations. 

But Torah is even more than goal and 
process, it is obligation and commitment: 
The solemn undertaking of every Jew to 
learn, to do and to teach. It is the continu- 
ous scriptural authority of the tradition kept 
fresh and fluid by the living waters of oral 
interpretaton. 


THE WRITTEN TORAH is not fixed in 
granite, but rather suspended in a living 


stream of light that comes from the best 
minds of each age. Only such a Torah could 
have embodied’ the Commandments, which 
Moses believed to be binding on all the gen- 
erations—the one at Sinai and those not yet 
born. 

A law giver who had rebelled against the 
frozen presumptions of Egypt and whose 
people had been born in the fires of revolt 
and exile could hardly have been inclined to 
impose another fixed code on the folk of 
Israel. 


The marble tablets of the law may be 
fixed to the walls of the synagogue, but it is 
the parchment scroll from which we take our 
guidance. It is a scroll which we read and 
re-read, interpret and re-interpret, always 
bathing the inherited letters in a stream of 
consciousness from the living present. 


IT IS THIS KIND of Torah which our 
young will accept—a Torah still as unfinished 
as their own lives, evolving into deeper and 
ever deeper intensities. Only a Torah which 
leaves room for the insights and truths which 
they may glean from the harvests of their 
experiences is worthy of their devotion. 

To this Torah, our confirmands at this 
time of sacred loyaltes will declare their 
heart’s desire “to understand and to do.” In 
this Torah, they will find the ever certain, 
yet ever changing, alphabet of the eternal 
dialogue between God and man.

In your editorial “Broken Rec- 
ord” of May 2, you make a 
rather sweeping generalization 
when you speak of “the fate of 
the Jewish community.” 


The national Jewish agencies, 
neither individually nor collec- 
tively are going to determine 
what you rather mystically and 
esoterically refer to as “fate.” 

Of course it is true that com- 
munity relation swork is beset 
by the demons of vested in- 
terests chewing fiercely to swal- 
low as much legitimately justi- 
fied programatic activity as an 
allocations committee or a lay 
poard will buy without being 
able to determine if in the 
process of digestion a forward 
advance of total community 
decency has been effected. 

But I would not claim to 
speak pontifically that we may 
suffer a dire fate because of con- 
fusion, duplication or _ cross- 





purposeful activity in this field. 
That has been going on for a 
long time and will continue to 
be the practice as long as agen- 
cies have staff members and 
skilled work remains to be done 
by trained manpower. 

We do not, in this country, 
have a single Jewish point of 
view on any subject and prob- 
ably never will. The freedom to 
differ and not to feel the need 
of being bound by group’ dis- 
cipline nor a majority position 
will probably always distinguish 
our mental climate.

Too Much Concern 
With Fund-Raising 


e Editor, Jewish POST and OPINION: 

In your issue of April 25, you 
had an editorial “Where Is Our 
Leadership?” 

The same lack of giants to lead 
the Jewry plagues also the en- 
tire world at the present time. 
However, I do not think that 
this deficiency is of prime im- 
portance in the Jewish commun- 
ity. 


WE HAVE developed certain 
characteristics which are stifling 
the development of our entire 
Jewish body. Among these causes 
are: 


1) Organizational discipline 
and loyalty, which trans- 
cends devotion to the great- 
est good for the greatest 
number, 


2) The tremendous concentra- , 
tion of all Jewish efforts on 
fund-raising for local, na- 
tional, and overseas needs. 


3) The vulgarization of Jew- 

ish life. 

Included in the third category 
is the breakdown of democracy 
in all phases of Jewish life. In 
the religious sphere, we are mak- 
ing the rabbinate a class sep- 
arate and apart from the laity. 
We are in the process of cre- 
ating a religious hierarchy. Our 
intellectual leaders devote their 
efforts to organizational prob- 
lems and to making appeals for 
funds. Even the Israelis who are 
brought to our shores stress 
only the economic and political 
phases of life in Israel. 


THERE IS NO public discus- 
sion about other aspects of life 
in Israel and the problems there. 
The “eggheads” of Jewish life 
are compelled to live in ivory 
towers and discuss matters of 
intellectual content only among 
their own small group. We no 
longer have debates on any of 
these problems. Those who hold 
the office of leadership descend 
from their Olympian heights to 
pontificate occasionally on some 
pertinent theme. 

I am sure that this is not by 
design, but rather as a result of 
the stress of the times. Life, how- 
ever, requires thinking on other 
subjects besides philanthrophy, 
general community planning and 
investments. We are in dire need 
of directional thinking. 

This should receive attention 
and study and I think it is a situ- 
ation that must be remedied.

The Christian Negro wife of 
a member of the Negro syna- 
gogue in Harlem converted to 
Judaism. After the death of her 
husband she lived, sans _ benefit 
of clergy, with a Christian 
Negro. The child of this union 
needed help of a mental hy- 
giene naure, so the mother 


took it to a Jewish agency. 
Question: should the child be 
referred to a non-Jewish 
agency?

Trying to raise one child 
Jewish and the other Catholic, 
the woman becomes distraught 
and séeks help from an agency 
supported by the Jewish Feder- 
ation of Philanthropies of 
Greater New York. What advice 
should be given?

These and similar problems 
confront the New York Feder- 
ation and its’ rabbi, Isaac 
Trainin. To establish greater 
rapport between social workers 
and religious leaders Rabbi 
Trainin convoked a_ series of 
meetings at which family serv- 
ice people have conferred with 
rabbis of the stature of Dr. Leo 
Jung and Dr. Henry Kagen. The 
sessions are reported on by the 
Day-Journal’s B. Z. Goldberg. 


Foes of Zionism 
Fighting Losing Battle 


When modern Zionism began 
a half-century or so ago, it was 
opposed by Orthodox (who said 





the Holy Land would be re- 
stored by divine not human aid),

by Reformers (who said it was 
the destiny of the Jew not to 
return to Palestine but to con- 
vey Jewish ideals to the world), 
and by Jewish socialists (who 
said social righteousness weuld 
make the entire world a Holy 
Land). 

The bulk of all three groups 
ultimately became reconciled to 
Zionism. The Orthodox saw that 
a Jewish state does not really 
clash with messianism. The Re- 
formers’ realized that Jews 
who wanted to do so ought to 
be permitted to settle in Pal- 
estine as well as any other land. 
The Jewish socialists saw in 
Palestine the crystallization of 
many of their programs. 

But in each group a small 
band of diehards still cling to 
the old, outdateq tenets: the 
Naturai Karta in Orthodoxy, 
the Council in Reform, and, 
among the Jewish laborites, the 
Bundists. 

The latter group emerged 
from the woodwork recently at 
the biennial convention of the 
Workmen’s Circle which took 
place in Montreal, still a great 
Yiddish stronghold. 

When a pro forma resolution 
greeting Israel was proposed, a 
Bundist arose and voiced his 
opposition. This move stirred 
N. N. Chanin to a paean to Zion- 
ism which evoked cheers, tears 
and embraces for the speaker.

(still 70,000 strong, still firm in 
their New Deal-uted socialism) 
included the election of president
